November Building Boom 
Sees; Permits Issued For 
Jobs Totaling $160,575 


New Pure Oll Station And 
New Atlantic Refinery 
Station Biggest Items 


Despite predictions for a de- 
pression, and dire forebodings 
of apple peddling following on 
the election, building in the 
Belle Glade area took an un- 
precedented boom last month. 

City Insepctor N. B. Willis 
reports that during November, 
«permits were issued for $160,575 
worth of construction. This 
figure is wéll above the $65,140 
of Nov. 1951, and is 70 per- 
cent higher than the previous 
big month this year—August. 

In various stages of construc- 
tion afthe moment are 35 new 
dwelling houses, and 3 new 
corhmercial buildin; In addi- 
tion, two commercial buildings 
are being substantially remodel- 
ed, Willis says. 

Biggest single item for the 
month was a permit issued to 
William Pierce for the construc- 
tion of a big $25,000 Pure Oil 
Station at 149 North Main 
Street. 

Second to this job, which 
Pierce says will be "the big- 
gest, most modern truck stop in 
the world," will be a station on 
the opposite side of the street 
at 212, where the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company proposes a $14,- 
000 station.

"On July 6th, 1952 we noti- 
fied the CCC that we were ready 
to begin delivering fiber under 
our contract," said Mr.‘ Ralph 
Blank, Vice President; "but it 
was only on Monday, December 
Bth that we had received final 
instructfons and were able to 
know procedure." 

"We will be delivering fiber 
to the West Palm warehouse 
almost daily now, and will con- 
tinue to do so as fast as we can 
complete the processing in ac- 
cordance with the latest regula- 
tions of CCC.” 

Harvest operations were 
stopped on Tuesday afternoon 
and a clean-up and repair pro- 
gram was begun Wednesday 
morning. 

‘Company officials are consid- 
ering, at the moment, the plant- 
ing of some 2400 acres of ramie 
for the year '53, as all field 
equipment and processing ma- 
chinery are identical for ramie 
or kenaf.

| twelve Years Of Work And

The eighth harvest at New- 
port ended last week with a rec- 
ord production of more than 3,- 
000,000 pounds of baled ramie 
fiber which is thirty times the 
^46 production, 

Nature's bounty of soils and 
climate augmented by man's in- 
genuity have produced the only 
economically sound mechanized 
quantity production of ramie 
fiber in the world, eight miles 
east of Canal Point, under the 
direction of J. (Jack) M. Demp- 
sey, a chemical engineer, 

Mr. Dempsey and his organ- 
ization have by the “trial and 
error" method improved every 
stage of ramie fiber production, 


*|with a number of revolutionary 


procedures in mechanical farm- 
ing that have removed ramie 
production from the the meth- 
ods of Genghis Kahn's days to 
ane of modern economical quan- 
tity and quality production. 

Romancing scientific research- 
ers say that old King Tut was 
wrapped in Ramie cloth; we 
know that in the days when 
“Confucius was saying” the sail 
cloths of the Chinese junks were 
made of ramie, and we have re- 
liable information that when 
papyrus was used to record the 
thoughts of the ancients, this 
“weed” was the source of cloth. 

We know that modern textile 
mills in the Oirent and on the 
Continent of Europe have been 
making ramie threads atid cloths 
for more than 100 years. We 
know that our Dear Uncle is 
using Navalon, a 100 percent 
ratie- pm ‘un capital ships 
and "pig-boats"; we know that 
military webbing, halyards, 
threads, ‘chute shrouds, and 
numerous other articles made of 
ramie have no competitors for 
their particular uses; we know 
that Japan, and western Euro- 
pean countries are frantically 
trying to buy millions of pounds 
of U. S. produced ramie; we 
know that the crinkly bank 
notes of France have contained 
Canal Point ramie for years; we 
know that our USDA were able 
to buy only half of a 75,000 bale 
program of Egyptain long staple 
cotton Yor the armed forces, 
when ramie, by the military's 
own statement will “serve any 
purpose for which we use Egyp- 
tian long staple cotton, and do 
it twice as well" with a cost 
of 85c per pound against $1.07 
per pound for the imported long 
staple cotton.

Funeral Home in Belle Glade, 
About the same time this ac- 
cident was discovered, the body 
of a third Negro, Lillian Scott, 
about 30, of Belle Glade, was 
found in a canal near South 

Bay. 

Alfred Vadasz, sugar planta- 
tion foreman, was driving along 
the canal inspecting cane cut- 
ting operations, when he saw 
what he thought was a turtle in 
the water. He grappled it, and 
found it was a woman's body. 
Unable to locate county officials 
immediately, Vadasz summon- 


ed Patrolman Bertrand to the 


‘scene; and he in turn notified 


and Coroner N. Ray Whitlock. 
The authorities estimated the 
body had been in the canal only 
a few hours. It was released to 
Taylor's Funeral Home. Accord- 
ing to police headquarters, an

Did you know that 1,200,000 
World War II and post-World 
War II veterans who have per- 
mitted their NSLI term policies 
to lapse, must reinstate them 
before the 5 or 8 year terms ex- 
pire during the next 14 months? 

The two groups are: 

1, The 1,100,000 World War 
II veterans who took out term 
NSLI policies during the last 
two months of 1944 and all of 
1945; 

2. The 100,000 World War 
II and post-World War II veter- 
ans who took out term -NSLI 
Policies during the last. two 
months of 1947 and all of 1948. 
The difference in the length 
of the term is, that term poli 
cies issued on or before Decem- 
ber 31, 1945 were for 8 years, 
while those issued after that 
date shall be for 5 years.
